Unowned Millions. 

Au Effort to Hocure thi- Iiiiiiieiise Ckad- 
-vrlck: liMtate— A Lontf Clmiicoiy Suit.

In the reign of Queen Anno of Eng- 
land, Andrew'Ohid wick, was taken out 
of the ranks of common soldiers and 
made a knight, bocauao he hud saved 
h%V'Majesty's life. Her hor.sos had 
run away with her, and he had stop- 
ped thoin, saijfcriug sovoro injury by 
the exploit. Soou after his social ele- 
vation he married Margaret Hum- 
phreya, a Kent country lady, and 
throughout the rest of his life accum- 
ulated property rapidly. Ho died in 
1768, at the age of 08 years, and vraa 
buried at Maryieboue churchyard. Ho 
ownsd about a thousand houses in 
iLondou, and had investments in var- 
'lous projects. Ho appointed Alexand- 

er Scott and two others e-xecutors, but 

1 they neglected to sign the will, and the 
document was declared void. Scott 
attempted, notwithstanding to get con- 
trol of the property, and the record of 

■. ..the Court of Chancery shows that a 
lawsuit upon that point was decided 
against him in 1709 The Chancellor 
decided, "The court is still open for 
the heir at law to prosecute the claim 
to the property." Lady' Ohadwick 
died in 1781, and the estate was left 
in such confusion that in 1784 two 
men conceived the project of forging 
a will to get possession of it. They 
wore hanged at Nowgato. The proper- 
ty has never boon settlod.although there is 
M'UQdecided chancery suit 104 years 
long, 'aind £10,000 in government 
bonds, with the accrued interest, and 
with a chest of plate, are still in the 
Bank of England awaiting an ownor 

.. who can make good his claim. 

These facts are not new to the pub - 

~ li<j in England; but they are made 
freshly interesting here by the fact 
that claimants in this country are 
moving to got possession of the es- 
tates, now worth many millions of 
dollars. Samuel and Thomas Chad- 
wick came across tho Atlantic half a 
Century ago, leaving their elder sis- 
ter to present her claim as tho heir. 
She died recently, leaving Samuel as 

-:: uthe claimant; and, still later, ho died 
in Wilmington, Delaware. Thomas 
survives, is sixty-eight years old, and 
lives in West Philadelphia. Many 
documents accumulated in Kugland 
by the sister, have arrived, and a son 
of Thomas Chadwick, aided by iutor- 
■ested relatives; is pushing tho move- 
ment as rapidly as possible.

London, May 31. — Tho usual im- 
mense crowds attended tho Derby 
races to-day. There were thirteen 
starters, and Petrarch was cheered as 
he was led out. The starters wore 
Bay Windham,' Father Claret, Wis- 
dom, Skylark, Great Tom, Petrarch, 
AUhoart, Forerunner, Julius Ca'sar, 
Coltuesa, Hardradn, Braconuior, Ad- 
vance, Wild Tommy, and Mr. Baltaz- 
zie'a Mineral Colt, who was subse- 
quently named Kisber, and who scor- 
ed the first Derby ever achieved by an 
unnamed colt nr tilly. Forerunner 
came in second, and Julius Caisar 
third. In the betting list last night 
Petrarch was quoted at seven to four, 
tho Mineral Colt four to one, Forerun- 
ner sovon to one, and Julius Cjesar 
th'rty-threo to one. Kisber won easi- 
ly, being at tho tinish tliroo lengths in 
advance of I'orerunnor; Petrarch was 
fourth and Skylark fifth. The betting 
to-day on the course waa two to one 
against Petrarch, four to ono against 
Kisber, seven to one against Forerun- 
ner, twenty-five to one against Julius 
C:csar, and six to one against Skylark. 

After a preliminary canter, which 
was led by Skylark, the entire field, 
with the exception of Allheart and Ju- 
lius Ctosar, got off well together, and 
this pair was slightly behind. Father 
Claret was first to show in the lead, 
Coltness running second, followed 
in the order named by Wisdom, Fore- 
runner and Eardrada. Then came 
Petrarch, Great Tom and the Mineral 
Colt -with Skylark and Bay Windham 
leading tho remainder of the field, 
and Julius Ciesar and Allheart bringing 
up the rear. Little alteration was 
madeiu the running until tho mile 
post was passed when Father Claret 
increased his lead to two lengths in 
advance of Coltness, Petrarch mean- 
time having moved us to third place, 
within three or four lengths of Colt- 
ness. Then in a cluster came Great 
Tom, Skylark, Wisdom, Hardrada and 
Bracconier, with Allheart beaten olV. 
Coming into tho straight the favorite 
Petrarcq raised the hopes of his back- 
ers by going to the front and holding 
lead until within two distances from 
home, when he gave out and Kisber, 
who under Maidment's steady riding 
had been gradually drawing up, took 
the first place, and in an easy cantor 
came in winning by nearly four lengths. 
Forerunner and Julius C;i:sar al.so pas- 
sod Petrarch and made a detormiued 
effort at the half distance to overhaul 
the Mineral Colt, but failed signally 
Forerunner beating Julius C'losar, 
three lengths for second ];liicG. Pe- 
trarch was the same distaiico behind 
Julius Ctosar, and then came Skylark. 
Coltness, Wisdom, Great Tom, Wild 
Tommy, Bracconnier, Hardrada, Ad- 
vance and Allheart in the order nam- 
ed. Bay Windham and Father Clar- 
et did not pass the winning pole uL 
all. Tlio time of the race waa two miu- 
vites and forty-four sccondK.

The Chin ese V xoblfxax* 

The recent landing of ft ehipload of Chl« 
nese immiRrants at this port has revived 
the agitation against the admission of that 
clasa into the Province. A very large 
majority of the people, were the question 
put to thorn., ayo or uay, ■would veto in 
favor of tlio eutiro exclusion of China- 
men; a policy that onnnot bo adopted so 
long as the treaty botwoon Groat Britain 
and China remains in force. - England 
battered down the gates of China andin,- 
aistod upon their being left open t6 
Britons, Btipulhiting, in turn, thatthe peo- 
ple of that ^ggire,fhonldj, have free ao- 
aess to her own aoil.. " JThe United States 
^eo^d liy diplotoaoy - aMright that tho 
■British acquired "by force; and tho two 
great' Anglo-Saxon commuuitios are now 
face to face with an evil that no Provin- 
cial or State Government can grapple 
—that the oontral Qovornmonta only havo 
the power to control. Wo shall be ac- 
cuBed. we know, of logarding the prob- 
lem from a Eelilsh or local standpoint 
when wo say that thu ChincHO immigatiou 
of tho past eighteen years has been injiiriT 
0U8 in its offects and, in bo far aa it has re- 
tarded the settlement of the rOoinntiry, in a 
QieaBore luihoua. Hcid th9re ~ been the 
'^tiin'e exertiops made to enoonrage the 
-vrhite laboring class that have tieen piit 
forth to foster the Obinese, there would 
iiaxa been more land nnder onltivation 
and consequently more local production; 
s^tdolfo' families andconseqaectly rnore cou- 
Bumers; moro schools and consec nontly 
more teachers; more manufacturers and 
merchants and oonaequontly an increas- 
ing demand for every article thoy made 
or iijiportod. Tho rospootivo value of tho 
two classea will be boat understood by our 
Eastern brethren when we state that 
■'tjiero is ndt'throagfaout' the lengthUftnd 
■ breadth of British Oolnmbia a Dalcer's 
."doten'otbona^e Chinese settlera— mdn 
who have come to stay; that of 4,000 
Chinese there are not ten men and womdn 
living together in lawful wedlock; and 
thati there are but three families of child: 
ten among the whole lot. John wants no 
jnoajnbrances; hence he does not obey the 
laws of reproduction. He is a bird of pas 
sago. When work ceases ho migi'ates to 
Eomo moro congenial clime, his hat cov- 
ering his family. While hero he "ranch- 
es" with half-a hundred of hie follows iu 
habitations not larger than a white labor- 
erer's cottage, tho atmosphere of which 
woald poison a white family; refuse 
vegetables and meat from -the bntcU- 
erii' stall and China rice, :ijiM Mtiole' 
f OUaihg a dish the mere smell of which 
irould turn the stomach of a white p^rson^ 
tiop^titate his fo(>d;^ his cloth^s^ ^tOf ixd- 
poViCeci b;7 tlie dom^ni^a to -wh6b ae is 
bound for a term of years in consi- 
deration 6f his passage money being^ paid 
to the Province. Of the 30 dollars ho re- 
ceives each month not more than S5 is 
mot in circulation again, the remainder 
being Hont to China for invoHtment. Dan- 
iel Dancer, tho English misffr, of whom 
it is said "ho sat on his moat to warm it, 
boing loo moan to buy fuel to cook it 
with," was a speudtbrift iu comparison 
with tho averago Chinamen. Borne peo- 
ple iu tho East call this mode of 
living "frugality," and charge' that 
Taii&a Coasters are opposed to Chinese 
immigrants because they are frugal. "We 
mnch foar that if the white populatioa of 
the coast were to attempt to live in the 
same buildings and subsist on the same 
description of food as tho Chinese thoy 
would Boon bo "frugalizod" from the faco 
of tho earth. It requires no figures from 
nti to demonstrato that tho white man can 
never compete with, tho Cliinamau in 
point of wages, bocauso the former cannot 
eke out an oxistenoo on what tho hitter 
can. A dollar a day to tho Chinaman 
without a family to feed, clothe and edu- 
cate and with bis extraordinary mods of 
living, is more than $8 paid to a white 
man in whom nature and eduoation have 
created wa'.Us above those of the bruto, 
and whoso family would droop and die if 
denied the blessings of frosh air and 
wholesome food. Politicians at the East 
may moralize by the column upon "treaty 
rights," and tlio "frugal habits" and "iu- 
duttrious inclination" of tho Ohiiieso im- 
migrant; but after nearly twenty yiiars 
of fair trial it bus been found iinpoH.-jiblo 
to weave him into tlie social fabric of this 
Province. Every inJucemeDt^has boeo hold 
out ta him to become one of oursolvo^. 
He has been made a citizen and given a 
voto; ho ban oiij'jyed tho same agrar an 
privilo^ei an the whito Bntihh lUibjoct; 
ho h'.ii rocoivod the same ijroteotion from 
tho law4; be tbrank from the same foun- 
tain of learnmg with the whites, and has 
had tbe^pis8i9nary,.l4b.oriDg : faithfully 
with bim. Tlie result has been failnre. 
In the few^basoB whore he availed himself 
of political ijrivilogQs ho sold his voto to 
designing wliitoti; lie has not att/ichod 
bimsolf to tho soil; l\o huB not availed 
hininolf of tlie proflforod educational nd- 
-Tantages; and when ho attended Church 
•ijff^ . fear ho did so .with the worldly 
object of mastering tbs Eoglisiilangaago 
■vHthont tTie expense of hiring a tcaobor 
piivaniouiit in his praotieal mind. To-day 
Juhn is as much afiiroignor as when ho 
first landed amongst us. Ho is actuat-oil 
■' by no Hontimont except that of making 
oil tho inouoy ho can and returning to liis 
native land tp . spend . it. ,. Motley ^is his 
God and to obtain it iio sells h'lnself into 
Borvitudo and tho women of his race he 
dispOHoa of to tho highest bidder.
